THE NET-CONTAINER LAW 

Very few people realize we believe that on April first one of the 
most important laws passed by the last legislature will go into effect, 
it is known as the Net-container bill and provides that every article 


manufactured in this state, or boxed or erated in this state, which is 
placed in a wrapper of some kind shall have on that wrapper the net 
contehts marked. For instaance, when you buy a bottle of soda 
water the bottle shall tell you what quantity of soda water you are 
getting. If you buy a bottle of medicine or wine the same’ thing is 
true. If the article comes in a box or can it shall ‘tell you on the 
outside exactly what you are getting. 


Senator Boynton, who is the author of the bill has fought for 
its passage for several sessions and only by a hard fought battle got 
it through the last session. The result is that in future California 
buyers will know what they are buying, and the petty frauds that 
are going on all over the state will be stopped. 

To illustrate some of the little grafts that have been in progress 
it is said that a certain well known confectioner in one of the large 
cities of the state sells fourteen ounces for a pound and has done so 
for years. It is-easy to see that his profit on that fraud alone is 
large, if he does any considerable business. In many cases it is 
said that wine bottles and other bottles for liquid have very high 
bottoms which defraud the purchasers who suppose they are buy- 
ing pints or quarts whereas they are buying much less. In a word 
the reforms that the Boynton bill will carry out wilk be so far reach- 
ing that there will not be a household that will not benefit by it. 
Underweight butter, underweight meat and other articles are of 
such general use that few persons realize that they are being swindled 

The Boynton law is framed along the lines of a federal law 
with which we are all now more or less familiar and which requires 
not only the net contents of a package but the ingredients from 
which the article, if it is food, is made, to be marked on the cover. 

» Every person interested—and that means everybody in the 
state—can bring an action against any one selling goods that are not 
labeled as they should be under the Boynton law. All that is 
mécessary to do is to call the attention of the District Attorney and 

swear out a complaint as in any other misdemeanor case and the 
matter must be prosecuted as any midemeanor is prosecuted. The 
law applies to bread as well as all other commodities of that nature- 
In San Francisco for some time an inspection of weights and meas- 
ures has been in progress and the collection of scales, and other 
measures, that have been confiscated is said to be enormous and 
even startling. The amount that the people have been defrauded 
out of has been very great and it has been found that no business 
and no class are exempt from having some who have been under- 
weighing, or undermeasuring what they were selling. The well 
known case of the Western Fyl Company which has resulted in the 
conviction of three of its officials is a notorious cease in point, but 
the fuel company has only been-a wholesale dealer in dishonesty 
while others have to the extent of their ability been just as bad. The 
investigation, however, of weights and measures has only been a 
San Francisco enterprise. It has not been state wide, but the Boyn- 
ton bill will have practically the effect of very largely producing 
\ the same results all over the state, as the confiscation of the ma- 
chines for weighing has had in San Francisco. 
The Boynton bill is another progressive measure that is to be 
eredited to the last Legislature, which did so much to make Cali- 
fornia one of the leading states in the Union. 


AN INJUSTICE TO JUDGES. 


As the News announced last Saturday, Judge Barber of Shasta 
county is helping out Judge Latimer at Martinez this week. The 
court calendar was so crowded that it required the services of an 
extra judge to get it clear within a reasonable time The plan now 
adopted is to shift the judges from one county to another as they are 
needed, instead of appointing extra judges for the counties and thus 
greatly enlarge the judiciary and the expenses of the state. 

The idea is an excellent one, and we have nothing but words of 
commendation for the idea. In fact, we have never believed that all 
the extra judges appointed for San Francisco and Los Angeles, not 
to mention the smaller counties, were needed, and as the state pays 
half the salaries of the judges, the state is thus paying more than it 
Should for the extra and unnecessary judges. 

But while the. number of judges should be kept down to the 
lowest possible number, and the counties like Alpine, that do not 
_ need a judge once in a decade, should not have any judge at all, the 

~ judges should all get the same salary if they are to perform the same 
work. Why should Judge Barber, to bring the matter home to our 
teaders, get only $4000 a year for doing the same work that Judge 
Latimer gets $5000? If Judge Barber is competent to do the work 
Judge Latimer, and is doing it, why should he not receive the same 
sation?

PRAISE WHERE PRAISE IS DUE. 


In their letter commending Mayor Ludewig for the stand he has 
taken on public questions involving the improvement and betterment 
of Richmond morally and economically, the Richmond.Club said: 

‘“We teel that too often while the official who makes mistakes or 
does a dishonest thing is abused on all sides, the man who makes a 
stand for fairness and morality is not given one word of. praise.”’ 

The person who penned those lines, and the elub which sub- 
scribed to them, touched on a very important and great truth, which 
has not a little to do with the failure of public officials to be as care- 
ful of their duties as they should be. The abuse of public officials 
is carried, as a rule, entirely too far, and is often unjustified, but 
when-adverse criticism is due it should be given without fear or favor, 
and should be clear and to the point, while where praise is due it 
should be as promptly and cheerfully given. 

Take, for instance, two cases that the public of Richmond have 
before them today: On the one hand they have in Senator Owens 
a man who has admittediy broken his pledges, who has violated his 
promises, and who is conspicuous as avlegislator not by his fidelity 
and care for his constituents, but by femaining away from over 
seven hundred roll calls, and then voting against the wishes of his 
constituents, his pledged word, and the welfare of the poorer people 
and the respectable element among his constituents. On the other 
hand, there is Mayor Ludewig, who has called attention to the pre- 
valence of vice in our midst, who deplores the inefficiency of our 
system of government, and who is making a splendid’ reeord for 
efficiency and interest in the publie welfare. No seven hundred roll 
calls dodged by O. R. Ludewig, no crushing of the poor to favor a 
few rich, no abuse and appeals to Barbary Coast; no record that calls 
for Biblical quotations and comparisons to adultresses in his case, 
no pleas that he is a good fellow and should be given a chance to go 
and sin no more. No voting to make working women stand at their 
work bench until they fall down with fatigue; no raising of class 
prejudices, no efforts to bolster himself up with paid press notices, 
no denunciation of laboring people as all that is undesirable. In a 
word, no sacrificing of the public interests by carelessness, neglect, 
or positive opposition to please a few other good fellows.
